If the genera! council !s of the opinion 
that the provisions of the ordinance are 
not sufficiently favorable to the city it 
will probably be referred to the com- 
mittee with the request that changes be 
made. It {s generally believed, however, 
fhat the measure that will be reported 
upon by the committee will be adopted. 

The committee met yesterday afternoon 
at 4 o’cluck tn the office of Mayor Howell 
and shortiv after 5 o’clock made a unani- 
mous report.

No Damage Done by Disturbance of 
Mont Pelee. 

Fort de France, Island of Martinique, 
Thursday, October 6—(Delayed In Trans- 
mission.)—The report that there has been 
a serious eruption of Mont Pelee {fs not 
There has been great activity on 
the mountain during the last few days. 
and a week ago the volcano’ emitted 
enormous quantities of steam and ashes. 

On September 29 the mountain was 
throwing out steam all day, forming a 
dense cloud eight or ten thousand feet 
high. The escape grew less violent as 
night approached, but after dark there 
were two points on the cone that were 
brilliantly lighted, while at the foot of 


the dome was a hole from which fire | 


escaped into the valley below, but not 
in sufficient quantities to occasion 


damage.

An ordinance, providing for the chang- 
ing and alteration of the present loca- 
tion of Waverly place by removing the 
same so that the south Hne thereof 
will be approximately 174.8 feet north 
from the northeast corner of: Central 
avenue and Hunter street and 170.9 
feet north of the northwest corner of 
Washington and Hunter streets, and 
for abandoning the present site of said 
Waverly place: and also providing for 
@ right-of-way for the construction 
of a viaduct from Washington street to 
Collins street over the property known 
48 the Georgia railroad yards, and 
also providing for certain changes in 
Structures over Piedmont avenue and 
Butler street, and certain changes in 
Structures over and changing of grade 
of Grant street, and authorizing, under

HITCH’S TRIAL 
T0 COME FIRST 


The Courtmartial Will Assemble 
— Monday at Guard’s Hall 


Captain Napier Thinks That Not 
More Than One Day Will Be 
Consumed in the Trial 
of Captain 
Hitch. 


Savannah, Ga, October 7.—(Special.)— 
Captain Robert M. Hitch’s case will be 
the first called Monday when the court- 
martial assembles in the Guards’ hall for 
the trial of the officers who are charged 
with dereliction of duty in having per- 
mitted the Statesboro mob to secure the 
‘negroes, Cato and Refd, and burn them 
at the stake. 

The order in which the other officers 
under charges are to be tried has not 
yet been determined, and {ft is sald that 
it will depend largely upon circumstances 
as they develop during the trial of Cap- 
tain Hitch. 

Colonel George M. Napler, judge ad- 
vocate, reached the city today. He ap- 
pointed Sergeant Thomas Roane, of the 
Emmett Rifles, to subpoena all the wit- 
nesses who are to appear before the 
courtmartial, and Sergeant Roane was 
given three privates as a detail to assist 
him in the work. 

Colonel Napler thinks that not more than 
one day will be consumed in the trial of 
Captain Hitch. He expects that the 
court's decision will be reached after the 
conclusion of each case. 

The decisions will be sent on to the 
adjutant general tn Atlanta, and no other 
will be given out. Morning, afternoon 
and night sessions will be held, and every 
| effort will be made to facilitate the work 
| and spare the state all the expense

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FRIDAY’S EVENTS IN 
THE FAR EAST 
ONTINUANCE of the gale 
( which developed on the Chi- 
na sea and adjacent waters 
on October 4, precludes active op- 
erations by the Japanese fleet 
blockading Port Arthur. The Brit- 
ish steamey Sishan, with a cargo 
of cattle and flour, from Shanghai, 
for Port Arthur, has been seized 
by the Japanese off Niuchwang. A 
detachment of the Finland guards 
has been ordered to leave St. Ke- 
tersburg for the Far Yast.

Tokio, October 7.—The imperial head- 
quarters issued a report today of the 
Russian military movements and skirm- 
ishes with the Japanese south of Mukden 
as follows: 

On October 4 a few of the enemy’s 
cavalry approached the vicinity of Ayang- 
pienmen, but our force drove them off. 

The enemy with a battalion of infantry, 
eleven squadrons of cavalry and five guns, 
advanced toward Shaliuhotzu on Oc- 
tober 4 and retreated towards Haungshan 
October 5. In this direction there were 
Only two or three of our squadrons of 
cavalry extended between Niakoushan and 
Wangchiafen. The Russian infantry 
heading the column wore Chinese cos- 
tumes. 

On October 4 a smal] body of the enemy 


' attacked our pickets at Pintaitzu and on 
Wasbington | 


the Mukden road and was repulsed. The 
enemy left his dead and rifles behind. All 
the enemy wore Chinese clothing. Four 
squadrons of Russian cavalry came to 
Sunshutsuitzu, on the Fushun road, Oc- 
tober 3 and remained there until the 
morning of October 5. 

The enefny’s cavalry patrols have been 
south of Wuliches and Lungwangiao, but 
they retreated north to Lutoakou, leaving 
infantry patrols. 

A detachment of the enemy's cavalry 
October 4, with three guns, advanced to- 
ward Shootai and taking up a position at 
Tatai, fired on our troops north of Yen- 
tai. 

The enemy posted at Changtan, on the 
right bank of the Hun river, has retired, 
leaving a small force there. 

There are no troops of the enemy in the 
neighborhood of Tao-Taitsu. A small force 
of the enemy recently attacked our out- 
post on the left bank of the Hun river, 
but was driven back. 


NO NEWS FROM THE FRONT 
HEARD IN ST. PETERSBURG 

St. Petersburg, October 7.—Up to this 
hour the war office has not received 
fresh advices from the front. 

The admiralty continues without news 
from the reported sea fight off Port Ar- 
fhur as well as of the Tokio report of 
the wrecking and damaging of Russian 
warships at Port Arthur by the Jap- 
anese land batteries. As a portion of the 
squadron has been going out occasionally 
to bombard the Japanese land position, 
the possibility that some of the Russian 
vessels may have been damaged by the 
Japanese batteries is admitted. The ad- 
miralty officially announces that the Bal- 
tic fleet will be ready to sail as soon as 
the battleship Orel and the crulsers 
Oleg, Zemtchug and Izumrud, which 
sailed from Cronstadt today, arrive at 
Reval. The ice breaker Irma will accom- 
pany the fleet. The Associated Press 
learns from an admiral occupying a 
high position, that the propositions to 
send a fleet to the Far Bast by way of 
the Arctic has been decided in the nega- 
tive. The admiralty is unable to fur- 
nish information concerning the two 
Russian ships reported to be cruising 
in Torres strait, South Pacific ocean, 
between New Guinea and Australia, If 
any Russian ships have been sighted in 
Torres strait, or if any Russian ships 
are now there, they must have been 
eent out from Viadivostok by Vice-Ad- 
miral Skrydloff. 


ROOSEVELT’S rEACE IDEAS 
NOT RELISHED iN KUSSIA

withholding praise for the American 
spirit of desiring to do things, The 
Bourse Gazette today expresses gratifi- 
cation that President Roosevelt’s idea 
of calling a peace conference to an ac- 
companiment of the thunder of cannons 
has apparently been shipwrecked.

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FIGHT MANGLED 
IN AUTO CRASE 


Three Dead and Five Persons 
Injured, 


| 


manageable and Jumped on Rail- 
road Track, to Be Struck by 
a Fast Moving 
Train. 


New York, October 7.—Driven at the 
rate of 25 miles an hour, a three-seated 
touring car, containing nine persons—four 
men and five women—dashed over an em- 
bankment at the southern end of Jerome 
avenue early today, landing on the south- 
bound track of the New York Central 
and Hudson railroad. Just at that mo- 
ment a southbound loca] train, running 
fast to make up fime, rounded a curve 
and struck the automobile. Three persons 
were killed, two instantly: two were seri- 
ously injured and the other four, al- 
though badly bruised, were able to go 
home. The dead: 

ALLEN NOYES, chaffeur of the auto- 
mobile, killed instantly. 

MADGE CORCORAN, age 30. 

BELLA PEREZ, died in a hospital. 

The injured: 

Mrs. Kitty Wadsworth, age 35, fractur- 
ed skull, will die. 

Moses Spiess, fracture of the jaw, gen- 
eral contusions. 

Jeannette Davis, slight contusion. 

Charles Doran, slight contusions, went 
home. 

Emma Perez, shock and hysteria. 

Thomas Murphy. 

The party was returning to the River 
| Side Casino froma trip to Mount Vernon, 
| Allen Noyes, the chaffeur, had intended 
returning from Jerome avenue into the 
approach to McComb’s dam bridge to 
cross to Manhattan. Whether he knew 
of the short extension of Jerome beyond 
One hundred and sixty-first street or 
not will never be known. The corner at 
that point ig brilliantly Nghted, but the 
extension leading to the edge of the em- 
bankment above the New York Centra] 
is paved with brick, and the car tracks 
run down to a picket fence at the edge. 

Warning Given Too Late. 

Several persons, including two police- 
men. saw the automobile rushing down 
the avenué, and were surprised when it 
kept straight ahead. They shouted a 
warning, but {t was too late. With no ap- 
parent slackening of the speed, the big 
car crashed through the fence. cleared 
a dirt embankment, extending about five 
feet above the stone retaining wall, and 
then clearing the wall made a sheer drop 
of 25 feet to the railroad track. In its 
descent the car half turned and several 
of its occupants were spilled out. When 
it struck the tracks, Noyes, Beia Perez 
and Madge Corcoran were thrown to the 
tracks, the others falling to the side 
of the rails. 

Just what happened in the few seconds 
that preceded the crash of the local train 
the survivors themselves were unable to 
relate. They were stunned and bleeding 
and trying to recover themselves when 
they heard the roar of the train and 
then the frightful crash. Noyes waa 
caught in the wreckage of the car and 
tossed up with it by the pilot of the 
engine. His body was stil] therq when 
the train was brought to a stop. Madge 
Corcoran was dragged by her jong 
automobile coat, which caught. on 
the smashed car, for a distance of 20 
feet and then the clothing gave way and 
she fell to the track, only to be cut tn 
two at the waist by the wheels of the 
engine. The whole train passed over her 
body. 

Bella Perez was dragged about fifty 
feet and then tossed to one side. 

The tower man in a switch tower 
about a hundred feet north of Jerome 
avenue heard the automobile as it broke 
through the fence, and running to his 
window, saw the car strike the track. 
The Croton local wag but 200 feet away. 
and the engine about fifty feet north of 
a block signal. Jumping to the switch 
mechanism he dropped the lever that 
worked the arm of the signal which 
was working the green light and tin- 
stantly the danger signal flashed before 
the eyes of the locomotive engineer, who 
just caught the red glare as his cab pass- 
ed the signal post. At once he reversed 
his engine and put down the air brakes, 
but his speed had hardly slackened when 
the train struck the automobile. The 
train came to a stop in a distance of 
about eight hundred feet. On the train 
was Health Commissioner Thomas Darl- 
ington, who took charge of the work of 
caring for the injured. The locomotive 
engineer was arrested, but wag released 
lon his own recognizance,

listment of colored troops in the artillery 
arm of the sagvice. While General Barry 
declined to make any statement regard- 
ing his recommandations for the enlist- 
ment of colored troops in the artillery 
arm of the service, it was learned from 
the best of official sources that the re- 
commendation of the general was greatly 
misunderstood and that there was not 
the least thought in the mind of the head 
of the department of the gulf to station 
colored troops in any of the big southern 
port cities. 

It was suggested by one officer in a pos- 
ition to know, that even if General Barry 
had wanted to establish negro troops in 
the big southern cities neither the com- 
mander of the division nor the head of 
the service would permit it. 

“But,” continued this officer, “I know 
perfectly well that General Barry would 
be the last to recommend the establish- 
ment of negro troops in the big harbor 
cities. As a matter of fact, I happen to 
know that it was simply to save white 
men having to go to some of the un- 
healthy posts in this department that he 
made the recommendation. 
Charleston and Savannah are concerned, 
why, of course, there are no more healthy 
posts that could be asked for and the 
thought of locating negro troops at such 
places ? am sure never entered the mind 
of General Barry. , 

“If you will read the order correctly 
and carefully, you will see that only iso- 
lated and unhealthy posts are referred 
to and all of this excitement about the 
negro troops being stationed in any of 
the southern cities is entirely unneces- 
sary. I happen to know that Genera) 
Barry would never advocate such a move 
in the first place, and that the highest 
officers in the army would be opposed 
to it. 

“It’s simply this: There has been a 
great deal of trouble in getting men to 
stay in some of the obscure posts in this 
department where the water is bad and 
the conditions unhealthy. There are only 
two or three of them, but they are the 
kind that finds no reenlistments and re- 
cruits are only held with the greatest 
difficulty. Negroes are already accli- 
mated to such conditions, and there are 
always more applicants among the col- 
ored than there ig room for them in 
the army. I feel sure that General Bar- 
ry’s idea was simply to get negroes whi 
would go to those posts and remain there 
which white men refuse to do again and 
again and with the discharge from the 
Service invariably refuse to reenlist at 
such an unhealthy post, But there isn’t 
the least bit of need for any worry about 
negro troops being located in any of the 
healthy posts where white men are in. 
finitely more capable and desirable in ey- 
ery way.” 

Several army officers seem to be of the 
opinion that the greatest obstacle to the 
enlistment of negro troops into the artil- 
lery would be the fact that they are not 
mentally capable of filling positions in 
this arm of the service. The gunners 
have to make intricate computations, and 
a much higher standard is required in 


this way than in either of the other two 
arms .of the service.

department had no money in the state 
treasury to its credit. 

“All I have to say is that the commis- 
sion ought to have money there to its 
credit, for we have never drawn a dollar 
in advance and we have drawn only two 
months’ allowance for salaries and ex- 
penses on fhe quarter which expired on 
September 30. Our September allowance 
ought to be there, ahd if it is not, it 
seems to me that it must have been used 
tor some other purpose. 
| “This ig not the first time I have held 
|\Up the prison commigsion warrant for a 
week or two in order to accommodate 
the state until the treasury could be re- 
plenished, and I am perfectly willing to 
do it now, as it will not inconventence the 
department if we can get our money by 
October 14 or 16. But I do not like to

commission when we have not yet had 
jour September allowance out of the $105,- 
000 appropriated to us by the legislature, 
It might lead some to think that the de- 
Partment had overdrawn its account 
when clearly such is not the case.”’ 


More Money Coming In. 

The state treasury igs replenishing its 
funds daily. Yesterday $5,000 wag re- 
ceived from _ specific taxes and other 
sources, and there is now on hand $15,000 
for general purposes, with very few pay- 
ments to be made between now and 
November |. 

During the month there will come tn 
$82,000 from convict hire, $35,000 from 
the lease of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, and considerable more from spe- 
cific taxes and other sources. 

The convict money will be in by Octo- 
ber 14, in good time to pay the prison 
commission its monthly allowance of 
$8,610. After the expenses of the prison 
department and the amount necessary to 
pay rewards for the capture of criminals 
have been deducted, the balance will be 
divided out among the counties which do 
not receive felony convicts from the state 
for working the public roads. Under the 
new law, these counties may use the 
money thus received either for school pur- 
poses or for improving their roads. 

Captain C. T. Furlow, assistant treasgur- 
er, states that the warrants for the 
prison department and for the Tech never 
reached him, evidently because they were 
not issued by the governor. If they had 
come to him, he says, they would have 
been paid. 

With regard to the Tech, it is stated 
the officials of that institution decided to 
await the end of the quarter and get 
three months’ money at once, instead of 
taking the amount for one month at the 
present time. Governor Terrell stated he 
was ready to pay the Tech, but the school 
officials said they were perfectly willing 
to wait.

A Perplexing Question. 

Another perplexing question has also 
arisen, With regard to the ratification 
of constitutional amendments by the peo- 
ple, the constitution says ‘the people 
shall ratify such amendment or amend- 
ments, by a majority of the electors 
vote for members of the 
general assembly, voting thereon.”

Bitterness of Election Day. 

On the day after the primary the bitter. 
ness that was expressed on all sides was 
noticeable.

DUNCAN CARRIED

Large Crowds Witness Progress 
of Murderer Through State 


Noted Outlaw of Alabama Brought 
From Florida and Taken to the

Montgoméfry, “Ala., October 7.—(Special.) 
—Frank Duncan, murderer and safeblow- 
er, and general all around crook, with a 
guard of a party of officers of the law 
from Birmingham, reached Montgomery, 
en route to Birmingham early this morn- 
ing, and attracted a large crowd to the 
Windsor Hotel barber shop, where he 
was taken for a shave. 

After that he was given breakfast on 
the train in the presence of as many 
spectators as could crowd into the car 
and hang on to fences and structural 
iron of the depot shed on the outside. 

Duncan, himself, took the whole mat. 
ter coolly, only asking Detective George 
| Bodeker, to whom he was chained to 
fe him a little niéfe room to reach the 
ham and eggs, and get at the coffee, the 
first meal of any consequence he had 
had since he left Jacksonville, Fla., sev- 
eral hours before. 

The party of officers in charge of the 
 eonvicted prisoner was composed of Sher. 
iff Andrew Burgin, Chief Deputy Sherifi 
Albert Stradford, Chief of Police William 
-E. Wier, Police Detective George Bo- 
| deker and Patrolman Burke, all of Birm- 
\ingham. They had no troubie with the 
| prisoner since the trip to Alabama was 
begun. He has talked of nis actions and 
movements since getting away from the 
Birmingham jail, and seems to regard 
the whole affair as a great joke. He 
knows that he is going to be hung, and 
‘Says that the only thing they want of 
him in Birmingham is to “take off his 
| top.”’ 


Attracted Crowd. 

Just after the train pulled into the 
union depot the party, with Duncan 
chained to Detective Bodeker and man- 
acled with an extra pair of handcuffs, 
dropped off and filled out of the car, look- 
ing for a barbersnop. Almost at once 
it was realized by the crowd around 
that a prisoner of importance was In cus- 
tody, and by the time the barber got his 
lather stiff, he had an audience that 
filled the street almost back to the river 
aqueduct. Duncan kept up a running 
fire of jokes and seemed amused at the 
crowds and the interest he was attrac- 
ting. Breakfast had been ordered from 
the union depot dinning rooms and as 
they got back to the coach, it was served 
to the prisoner from the seat in front, 
with as much assistance as could be 
rendered by half dozen willing hands. 


No Trouble. 


Duncan showed a happy mien and gay 
temperament and seemed to have become 
resigned to his capture. All along the 
way he told stories and discussed his 
capture. He was almost in possession of 
$48,000 in the Piorida bank he tapped, 
and as a result of which he was cap- 
tured, and if he had gotten that, he told 
Chief of Police Wier, that he would 
have gone west, bought a farm and set- 
tled down. It seems a matter of the 
Sreatest regret that he failed to make 
this last connection, regarding -the mat- 
ter in the light of having bee deprived 
of what he should have had. 

Makes Him Laugh. 

Duncan gets the most fun out of the 
nitroglycerine incident in the Florida 
town. He says that for several days 
he had been saving »u: a Uttle rnolasses 
out of his meals and putting it aside.
